AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 8.—Penny pinching by the Texas 
Legislature was blamed today for the school explosion 
which took the lives of 441 pupils and teachers at New 


London, Tex., last March. 


The tragedy could have been averted, 
John F. Wallace, retiring member of 


the state board of control, if the 
state had enforced its own law. 
Wallace pointed out that the hw 
provides for the approval of school 
plans, as well as those of other pub- 
lic buildings by the control board.

TAPPED GAS LINE 


Had the law been carried out the 
school’s use of stolen crude gas, a 


. highly explosive mixture containing 


gasoline fumes, would have deen 
discovered. At a military investiga- 
tion shortly after the explosion 
Calvin Johnson, school janitor, tes- 
tified that he had been ordered to 
tap the crude gas lines of the 
Parade Gasoline Co., to supply fuel 
for the school’s gas radiators. He 
acted, he said, on the orders of E. 
W. Reagan, a wealthy farmer and 
member of the school’s board of 
trustees. 

George C. Greenway, a Dallas 
heating engineer, charged at the 
hearing that the use of gas-steam 
radiators in a public building was 
“a crime.” 

“When you have 72 gas radiators 
in a building, you have 72 chances 
for an explosion,” he said. 

Witnesses at the investigation tes- 
tified that the Parade Company gas 
line was tapped with the firm’s 
tacit consent, implying an agree- 
ment between the company and 
county authorities for a rebate on 
the firm's school taxes.

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The Open Shop Drive Against 
Picketing in New Vork 


The reactionaries, the Wall Street open- 


‘shoppers, the Liberty Leaguers of New York 


are in their glory. For a,long time these 
profit-swollen employers have been licking 
their chops to wipe out the hard-earned rights 
of labor in New York. 

And now they have begun one of the most 
frenzied barrages against labor’s fundamental . 
right to picket that this city has seen in many 
a day. 

The spark which set off this anti-labor 
campaign came last week-end, when two 
Brooklyn courts handed down vicious anti- 
union decisions and when the reactionary 
Kings County Grand Jury recommended that 
the City Council enact anti-picketing ordi- 
nances. 

Already newly-elected labor councilmen, 
trade unions and progressives have denounced 
these labor-hating actions for the brazen 
Liberty League stuff that they are. 

But the Tory press and the open-shoppers 
have joined in foul wedlock to foist this re- 
actionary program on labor and the people 
of New York. Mérning and night the capi- 
talist newspapers sizzle with attacks against 
the “nuisance” of picketing, while they drip 
with honey over the “best interests of labor.” 

The New York Post with its this-hurts- 
me-worse-than-it-hurts-you argument in- 
veighs almost daily against the so-called 
“abuse” of picketing—while carefully for- 
getting’ the Tory employers who deliberately 
provoke strikes and picket lines, by their 
wage slashes, layoffs and union-smashing 
tactics. 

In the Goldfinger case yesterday, the 
Butchers Union, Local 174, won an important 
victory when the Court of Appeals held that 
the right of secondary picketing extended to 
retail as well as wholesale sales of an anti- 
union manufacturer.

The Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor is introducing a wages 
and hours bill in opposition to the one now 
before the House. 

While signatures were being collected to 
force the Wages and Hours Bill out of the 
Rules Committee, Green sent a letter to the 
House Labor Committee denouncing the bill.

the one finally rescued from the Rules Com- 
mittee. Certain it is that the latter needs 
strengthening on many points. 


But what is the effect of introducing 
an opposition bill at this time, no matter 
how good it may be? The effect is to create 
confusion among the supporters of gov- 
ernment regulation of minimum wages 
and maximum hours and to provide the 
reactionaries with a handy club to beat to 
death all such legislation. 

Wouldn’t it be more sensible, more truly 
in the interests of labor to try to improve 
the bill now before the House by amendment 
from the floor? N

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PROBABLY Police Chief Walsh of Jersey City thought 
he was pretty smart, when with 45 cops he drove out 
52 sitdowners from the Standard Cap and Seal Co. plant, 
after telling them: This is not Moscow!” By so doing he 
convinced 52 workers that Moscow is a pretty good place 
—for workers. ; 

But the sitdown did not come from Moscow. I believe 
its American origin was the sitdown of 3,000 I. W. W. at 
Schenectady, in 1909. 

And if today the C. I. O. is atrociously misrepresented 
by the press, its organizers run out of town by “I-Am-The-Law” Hague, 
and threatened with lynching by the governor of Florida, this but 
mimics the methods used against the I.W.W. (Industrial Workers of 
the World) in days gone by. a 

But, be it noted, the LW. W. was not defeated nor rendered im- 
potent by persecution. It died out as a factor in the labor movement 
because of quite another reason, its anarcho-syndicalist pelicies, un- 
responsive to la bor's needs and alien to the masses. 

Yet while it fought for the people's rights, its strength grew, For 
it identified its struggles with the interests of the whole working class 
in democratic rights. And though it swore stoutly that it was “against 
politics,“ its famous free speech fights were politics of pristine purity. 

One of its first battles for free spéech was at Spokane in 1909. 
A Sglit m which William Z. Foster was jailed and endured with hun- 


dreds more the kind of savage brutalities that are today identified as 


patented by Hitler. 

The Pacific Coast was the special battleground for LW. W. free 
speech fights. Because there, there were and are yet, large numbers 
ot migratory workers, unmarried, homeless and “foot loose.” Pre- 
quently, when an I.W.W. street speaker was run out of town, and in- 
variably when an 1.W.W. strike was opposed by lawless denial of 
democratic rights, the foot loose “wobblies” would pour in from far 
and near. 


They literally broke into jai! by hundreds. They didn’t have to be 


gifted orators. Swarming off arriving freight trains, they would pa- 
tieritly stand in line, waiting their turn to mount the “soap box,” know- 


ma tor were not the cops and “the wagon” plainly in view—that no 


sooner would they open their mouths, than they would be dragged 


down to give the next ‘fellow a chance; And so on till the last man 
was collared, and the wagon clanged away, packed with “wobblies” 


all singing lustily of solidarity. 


Strangely enough—or maybe not go strange—the Supreme Court 
of the United States might as well have existed on the moon, so far 
as these men's rights were concerned. And when, with bulging jails 
and jury trials, the local taxpayers saw the costs of reaction mounting 
to astronomical figure, either one of two things, and oftimes both, 


happened. 


First, the free Speech fighters were beaten and tortured. Stuffed 
into cells as foully packed as the Black Hole of Celcutta. Drenched 
with icy water from fire hose, or smothered with strangling steam. 


Or starved. 


Or, ‘secondly, and usually matters came to this anyhow, as public 
opinion swung against such savagery, some face-saving compromise 
was found, or “law and order” unconditionally surrendered its lawless 
violence—and the “wobs" went on to teach another “hick town” some- 


thing about the Constitution of the United States. 


Where, then, was the breathless panting for constitutional rights 
by the capitalist press, which we now see when Open-Shop Weir's 
press stooges are called before the NLRB? Where, then, that palladium 
of liberty for reaction, the Supreme Court? Nowhere. Not a yeep. Not 


even a smell. 


Yet free speech for the people was saved from extinction for many 
long years by these courageous I.W.W. They were not lawyers. They 
wore no judicial gown, but overalls and mackinaws. Yet these lumber- 
jacks, gandy-dancers, muckers and skinners, spud-glommers and hop- 
pickers and harvest hands, did more for American democracy than all 


the lawyers in the land.
